RECORD CATCH OF 
HERRINGS MADE 
BY FISHERMEN 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—The Scottish herring fish- 
ing season has just come to an end. It 
is reported that the season has been a 
record one, the total catch for Orkney 
and Shetland and the east coast of Scot- 
land and Northumberland from the 
middle of May to the 10th of Septem- 
ber having been about 1,550,000 crans 
or 271,375 tons, as compared with 1,245,- 
000 tons for the corresponding period of 
last year. The average price to the 
fisherman has averaged during the sea- 
son fom 10 to 40 shillings a cran, mak- 
ing an average of about 20 shillings. The 
sum earned by the fishermen has been 
£1,550,000, to which could be added a 
further 50 per cent for the work cre- 
ated on shore in connection with the 
proportion and despatch of the fish to 
the markets. The proportion of fish sent 
to the home markets is less than 20 per 
cent, the greater part being despatched 
to Russia, Germany and America.

FRANCE MAY ERECT WIRELESS 
STATIONS IN ALL COLONIES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

PARIS—In view of the development 
of the French colonies in West Africa 
and the necessity for closer relationship 
with the mother country, if that devel- 
opment is to continue, M. Merlaud-Ponty 
has propounded a scheme for linking up 
the units by the establishment of a 
series of wireless telegraph stations. 

It is thought that this modern means 
of communication is essential both from 
a strategic and a commercial point of 
view. At present France is only united 
to her colonies by the Brest-Dakar 
cable and two wireless telegraphy sta- 
tions situated the one at Port Etienne 
and the other at Rufisque, with a third 
wireless installation in course of con- 
struction at Dakar. 

But greater facilities in this connec- 
tion are required in order to give the 
desired impetus to their prosperity, and 
s0 it is proposed to bring a number of 
other possessiong into telegraphic re- 
lationship with each other and with the 
seat of government. The first towns 
to receive attention will be Konakr and) 
Monrovia; the latter is the capital of 
the Liberian government, Sanction 
from the Liberian government has al- 
ready been obtained, and operations 
will shortly be commenced and prob- 
ably finished this year. 

Other stations will be established at 
Tabou, Cotonou and at Timbuctoo. Thus

CHICAGO—C. W. Murphy, president 
of the Chicago Nationals, has agreed to 
advance the game with St. Louis set for 
Oct. 15 one day, thus cloging the Na- 
tional league season on Oct. 14. 

“The National league schedule was 
adopted last February and ends on Satur- 
day, Oct. 15,” said Mr. Murphy, “and 
we would be willing to move up the last 
scheduled game to Oct. 14—an open date 
—so that the post-season series might 
start that much sooner.” 

At American league headquarters Presi- 
dent B. B. Johnson reiterated his ulti- 
matum that the championship games 
must be set in motion not later than 
Oct. 13. That something definite as re- 
gards the dates will be known soon 
is the news passed around by Johnson. 
August Herrmann, chairman of the na- 
tional commission, sent a message yes- 
terday from Lynchburg, Va., to the effect 
that a meeting of the baseball tribunal 
probably would be held here on Monday, 
at whicn time the problem would come 
up for final decision. 

“Hereafter the commission will see 
that the date difficulties are eliminated,” 
said President Johnson. “The world’s 
series, the biggest fixture in baseball, 
should start on Oct. 5, and the Ameri- 
can league will insist on this point. Our 
schedule will be so arranged that next 
season the final games will be played 
not later than Oct. 3. The National 
league should contribute its share to the 
welfare of organized baseball by mak- 
ing a like arrangement.”

Stenciling Hints 


When stenciling a design for a wall- 
paper frieze, draw the diapered pattern 
on heavy paper so as to allow the skele- 
ton design to hold firmly together after 
the sprays have been cut out from stencil 
plates. Cut out each piece of the draw- 
ing with a sharp knife, and lay it on a 
rough piece of the cardboard, so that 
the edge of the knife is not turned. 

Prepare each piece to resist the action 
of the color by sizing or by shellac dis- 
solved in methylated spirits. 

Mix the color with one third picture 
copal varnish and two thirds turpentine, 
using only a smal) portion at a time, 
as it is very volatile. Then dab the color 
all over the surface of the design with 
a stencil brush. You will then be ready 
to apply it to the walls.

ticular, because of th intimations 
very frequently advanced that the tariff 
on wool and woolen goods is destined 
to be revised downward in the near fu-

From raw material to finished mill 
products there is a disposition on the 
part of all concerned in the handling | 
thereof to avoid carrying an excessive | 
supply. Purchases all along the line are! 
conservative and promise to continue 
of this character for the balance of the 
year. 

Recent transactions have extended 
over a somewhat wider field, however, 
and more of the dealers report inquiries 
and sales than have figured in previous 
periods for some time. It is believed 
that the flurry in export deals about 
the middle of the month aroused the 
market a little from its lethargy by 
bringing the realization home to buyers 
that this market is on an extremely 
low plane. 

While there is a little more anticipat- 
ing of requirements, perhaps, as a result 
of this awakening to a new survey of 
the relative «ituation regarding prices, 
it is apparent also that some of the 
manufacturers have received sufficien 
orders to make it worth while for them 
to expand their holdings of wool at 
this time, provided they can secure new 


supplies advantageously. 
It is the general opinion in the trade 


has occurred to induce buying during the 
past fortnight or more, and the fact that 
more wool has been moved during that 
time is taken to mean that the clips 
which changed hands were actually going 
shortly into consuming channels to meet 
current needs, else they would not have 
been taken so freely at prevailing fig- 
ures. 

For territory fine staple wools the 
scoured basis is still 65 cents, while fine 
and fine medium range around 54@58c., 
or higher in some instances. For Ohio 
XX and above 31@32e. is the quotation, 
and unwashed delaine brings 26@27c.

Among this week’s arrivals of foreign 
wool was a lot of South American stock, 
brought by the steamship Horatius, hail- 
ing from Rosario, Montevideo and Per- 
nambuco. The supply of foreign stock 
in this market is said to have been 
drawn down to a very light supply. 

Carpet wools are the firmest stock on 
the market, and supplies are not very 
heavy in quantity. There is no pressure 
to sell, and primary markets for these 
lines are extremely strong. Demand for 
carpets and rugs is considered promising,

RAPID transit for city or suburban territories 
is the one great desire of every community. 
It concerns the taxpayer, as well as the 
individual who .depends on quick trans- 
portation facilities for the discharge of daily 
tasks. The modern systems have transformed 
methods of living. The subway and the 
elevated lines have added to the safety as 
well as to the comfort of passengers. In the 
further development of city travel there 
will be less attention paid to surface accommodations. The main 
urban routes everywhere will doubtless be underground. 

In the matter of present and future subways in cities like New 
York, Chicago, Boston or Philadelphia an element that has entered 
almost unnoticed points to cénditions that will call for the very 
closest inquiry. The wonder is that heretofore little has been said 
about it. There is an apparent intention on the part of large 
railroad systems to merge their interests with those of subway 
companies. In certain instances more than a community of interest 
has been openly avowed. ‘The question is: In its relation to the 
public does this new tendency mark legitimate progress? 

As pertaining to the New York situation, more acutely defined 
than that in Boston or elsewhere, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company makes no secret of its desire.to assist in caring for the 
nullions that at present use the subways of the metropolis and the 
nullions more that will be added m not many years. In the year 
gone by 01,526,966,98S8 passengers handed five cents apiece to 
the transportation companies of Greater New York. The collection 
for the twelve months aggregated more than $76,000,000. A large 
proportion of this amount is credited to the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company. This corporation has prospered beyond the 
fondest hopes of the promoters and those who financed it. The 
Interborough is also looking to the future, and it is at this point 
that the significance of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company as a 
developing factor arrests the attention. 

If through cooperation the railroad company and the subway 
company are to be a benefit by giving better service for a minimum 
fare, there should be no quarrel with whagever arrangement may be 
forthcoming. The public is no stickler for conventionality, and 
there should be no objection to transportation plans that, if put into 
effect, would still safeguard the public interest. The question of 
tederal, state or municipal supervision would mean a rearrangement, 
perhaps, of methods now working their réspective control of either 
railroad or transportation company in the city. 

How vital this whole matter appears to the railroad corporations 
is emphasized in the building of the great terminal station in 
Manhattan. Provision has been made for the most perfect 
interchange of trafhc between railroad train and subway car. Should 
the Interborough company obtain concessions that it has long desired, 
extensions will only add to the community of interest. The Long 
Island railroad has brought a vast district into the closest relation 
to Greater New York. With the Long Island company a part of 
the Pennsylvania system, it requires no long calculation to figure 
out where suburban and city traffic find much in common from the 
viewpoint of operation. 

The time is near where no railroad entering any city of 
importance will be permitted to have surface tracks. Subways will

mean the electrification of many more roads than is now the case. 


There will be the gain in cleanliness in addition to acceptable speed 
and greater comfort. When steam is abandoned, subway train 
and railroad rolling stock will have many points in common. 

It is not easy to figure where the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroad fits 1n the schemerthat now looms large on the 
transportation horizon. The New Haven is already frankly before 
the public as a prospective subway builder, and it seems sufficiently 
obvious that the money behind this railroad’s cross-town tunnel 
project in Boston and the money that is now developing the subway 
extensions of the Boston Elevated Railway Company stream from 
a common source. 

What the entrance of the big railroads will mean to subway 
and elevated systems is speculative. Considering what is at stake, 
all activities along this line should have the closest examination. 
Corporate interests are now so essentially those of the public that, 
for their own benefit as well as the benefit of others. n thing should 
be sanctioned but what leaves the scope and purpose clear.

Democrats. In the case of North Dakota 
the Republicans will make a gain of one 
on March 4 next. This will be offset by 
a gain of one by the Democrats, as a result 


eo. of the election of a successor to Senator 
Hale of Maine. Twenty-three Republicans and six Democrats, 
not including either of the above, complete their term on March 
4, 1911. The Democrats are carrying on vigorous campaigns for 
the senatorship in Montana, in Ohio, in Delaware, in Nevada. in 
Indiana and in Nebraska. They have hopes,in some other states, 
including Massachusetts, but these hopes are not likely to be realized 
save in the event of a complete landslide. From present appearances 
a liberal estimate will give the Democrats five or six new senators. 

It is not from the traditional opposition that the regular 
Republicans are expecting trouble in the Sixty-second Congress, but 
from alliances which may be formed between the progressives of 
their own party and the radical Democrats. Such alliances need 
not take on a permanent form in order to hold the balance of 
power and to impede or to dictate legislation. A combination of 
this character under certain circumstances, and especially with the 
end in view of forcing upon the regulars of both parties measures 
obnoxious to conservatives, could absolutely rule the Senate. 

It is reported that President Taft intends to throw the support 
of the administration to the progressives in the congressional fight 


whenever it may be useful to them, on the ground that he would 
prefer a House dominated by the radical element of his own party 
to one controlled by the Democrats. His preference may take a 
similar turn: with relation to the Senate. In case the insurgents 
should be able to form ruling combinations in both houses, the 
President would have to look for support of his administration to 
an element outside the Republican organization. He might do this 
and succeed, but he could not do it very well without building up 
for himself an awkward situation in 1912. 

WILLIAM R. HeEarst’s alleged announcement from Parts that 
he will not be a candidate for Governor of New York next fall may 
have a calming effect on candidates who are less outspoken.

put it: “Kverybody is looking 
for a chance to help the boy, but to 
attention is paid the girl.” It ts strange 
that not only men, but women, interested 1n the vocational training 
question, are prone to forget that girls im great numbers are 
compelled to earn a living, and that they are entitled to all the 
help the community, the state or the country can give them. That 
girls, if they were skilled in the trades or arts, would find more 
profitable and more comfortable employment than.they do now in 
a great majority of cases is a proposition not to be questioned. 

At the banquet referred to familiar with = the 
dressmakers’ trade and its requirements held that this vocation 
offers a most desirable opportunity for gainful employment to the 
girl leaving school, and that the public school by teaching the trade 
thoroughly in its manual training department can solve the problem 
of low Wapes for women. One ot the speakers favored the 
establishment of a museum of design that would be a history of 
progress in dressmaking and an ail to those engaging in it. She 
said that there was a shortage of competent dressmakers. Several 
other speakers, according to the published report, corroborated this 
statement, declaring that many of the large shops in various cities 
were unable to take 50 per cent of possible orders because they 
could not get the help needed to fill them. - 

This makes a satisfactory showing of opportunity for girls in 
one vocation. It must be considered, of course, that the condition 
alluded to would soon be reversed 1f vocational schools for girls 
turned out only skilled dressmakers. There is no reason why 
vocational instruction should not be’as broad for girls as it is for 
boys. In very nearly all of the arts and crafts girls are fully as 
well qualified for instruction as boys. The same is true of a great 
manv of the mechanical trades. Where the girl starts out with 
an equal opportunity and on equal terms with a boy, in most 
vocations it appears that she is not called upon to ask for any favor 
or to. offer any apology on account of her sex. She should have 
equal opportunity and equal equipment, and equal recognition, 
whenever and wherever she proves herself entitled to it; not because 


she is a girl, but because it 1s right.

THE results of Tuesday's primaries in Bos- 
ton show the same political unrest that has 
made itself apparent throughout the country 
this year. Otherwise candor urges the 
admission that the caucus developments 
cannot be looked upon entirely as popular 
expressions. ‘c here can be no doubt that 
Mayor John F. Fitzgerald’s sympathies 
entered largely into the choice of the Demo- 
cratic delegates, and it is quite apparent 
that this fact caused the defeat of Congressman John A. Keliher 
in the ninth and Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell in the tenth 
district. Furthermore, Andrew J. Peters, the only congressman 
who secures a renomination, was not actively opposed by the mayor. 
Aside from the results in the congressional districts, the defeat 
of Stephen O'Meara, police commissioner, for the Republican nom- 
ination in the eleventh district, will prove of wide interest. It conveys 
a lesson that should not be easily forgotten, for Mr. O'Meara 
refused to work actively for the nomination, while his successful 
opponent, former Alderman W. Dudley Cotton, Jr., conducted an 
aggressive campaign. 

There appears to be some disposition to look upon Mr. Cotton's 
victory as proof that the “new nationalism” has taken root in 
Massachusetts. It is possible to find some justification for this 
opinion in the tardiness of Mr. O’Meara’s statement that he would 
oppose Speaker Cannon and his neglect to state the platform on 
which he sought the nomination. Radically different was the out- 
spoken declaration of Mr. Cotton that he stood for the Roosevelt 
policies. It is a notable fact that Mr. O'Meara, induced against 
his best judgment to allow the use of his name, carried only a 
few wards in the primaries. Mr. Cotton’s demonstration of strength, 
whether due to his frank utterances or other reasons, makes it 
probable that he may vet triumph over Congressman Peters 1n the 
election struggle to come. It can be taken, at any rate, as an indica- 
tion that more and more the judgment of the individual voter is 
being brought to bear with discrimination im contests of this sort. 
The point of opposition to or support of Mr. Cannon entered also 
into the displacement of Congressman Keliher by William F. Murray, 
who openly attacked his opponent and kept him on the defensive. 

Less importance naturally attaches to these Boston primaries 
than to the caucuses held today throughout Massachusetts, which 
should indicate the trend of opinion in regard to the senatorial 
succession. The Boston primaries strongly emphasized, however, 
the fact that thoysands of citizens failed to cast their votes. Factions 
will continue to exercise their domination until men generally see 
their duty clearly enough to fulfil this highly important require- 
ment of citizenship.

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THE growing wmniversality of college 
education is one of the striking facts of the 
times. More noticeable, perhaps, in higher 
educational centers than elsewhere, it 1s 
becoming manifest and impressive every- 
where. The colleges are continually gaining 
in number and in capacity. The student 
«ly, increasing in dimensions annually, 
keeps pace with educational 
facilities. It is not going too far to say 
that the diffusion of college education, at the present ratio of increase, 
will in a few vears be as broad, in proportion to the population, 
as was the diffusion of common school education a century ago; 
the common, or public, school itself has long since risen above the 
plane of the first-class academy of two or three generations back. 

Nobody who takes the time to give intelligent study to the 
subject can fail to see that college education is yearly inviting and 
attracting an increasing percentage of the children of the plain 
people. The facts that every state now has its university and nearly 
every community its college, and that the cost of higher education 
has been greatly reduced, are points that may be advanced in 
explanation of the growing demand in this particular. But this 
would only be a partial explanation, nor would it help matters to 
take into account the large number who seek college education 
because it is genteel to have it. The real explanation is to be 
found in the recognized utility of it. Popular opinion 1s pretty 
well united now upon the proposition that, everything else being 
equal, the boy or girl who can begin life with a college training 
enjoys a decided advantage over the boy or girl who cannot. 

Here there is temptation and room for endless argument, but 
it is significant of a rapidly changing belief that those who have 
been most successful without the aid of college training are now 
among the first to concede that with a college training they would 
have succeeded earlier and with less effort. This of itself constitutes 
a fitting reply to the question: Does college education pay ¢ 

There is serious talk at present of changing radically the 
methods employed in the ancient Uniyersity of Oxford. This 1s 
a piece of information which should bring encouragement to those 
in this country who insist that our higher educational system 1s 
far from being perfect, and who are demanding here and there 
certain reforms and certain innovations. It is nonsensical, of course, 
to assume that educational methods must be good merely because 
they are old. Equally absurd is it to maintain that existing methods 
must be maintained for the reason that they are comparatively new. 
Education must keep pace with, and whenever possiblé abreast of,

Hard and fast rules and a cast-iron curficulum will not do 


in a country where nearly everything is in a state of elasticity. The 
peculiar individual methods of some of the older colleges are now 
so well known that it is not difficult to anticipate the turns they 
will take. But the older colleges are very few compared with the 
younger, and one of the things the latter must battle against 1s 
the danger of becoming mere imitators. For instance, because co- 
education does not flourish in one college there may be no reason 
why it will not flourish in another. Because the students of one 
college lean toward the classics, there is no reason why the students 
of another college should not become known for their praficiency 
in political economy or mathematics, 

These are matters, however, that will work their way out. 
That we shall have in-the future more distinetive work in colleges 
and a more careful grouping of students is as reasonable to expect 
as that we shall have better results from college training when the 
student body is more carefully sifted and the teaching body is 
more thoroughly equipped for its duties. Inevitably, there must 
be growth at all points, and to this the highest professor must be 
as susceptible as the lowliest freshman. 
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
